Smelting Ores. 


It is well known that we have exten- 
sive ledges of copper and argentiferous 
ore in close proximity to thie city, ore 
as rich, perhaps as can be found in any 
other part of the world; yet, on ac- 
count of our distance from a market, 
and consejuent cost of transportation, 
little value has been placed upon them. 


“The rapid approach of the Union and 


Central Pacific Railroads is tarning the 


attention of the mining public to this 


hitherto neglected source of wealth. 
We hear of preparations being made to 
put some of the best and richest of these 
mines in shape for working by Eastern 
capitalists. 

Smelting is the only process by 
which these ores can be successfully 
worked, and ihe summer season is the 
only time of the year in which furnaces 
can be safely built ; those that are con- 
structed in frosty weather cannot be 
made to stand the great heat requisite 


for the operation. Parties owning 


“mines here, who are desirous of being 


first in the market with the product of 
their mines, should make their prepar- 
ations to commence work as early next 
spring as the weather will permit of, 
for at the present rate of speed in buil- 
ding the Railroad, it will be im striking 
distance by the iime they have their 
works completed and in working order. 
In connection with the subject of sinel- 
ting ores we make the following ex- 
tracts from a letter of Mr. Whitney, a 
scientific gentleman, to the Central City 
Register.

‘The next morning we started 
on, audin an hour or two a terrible 
snow storm arose, and we laid up at the 
North Platie a half a day on account 


Pars Creek,

eals. Next our trip brought us inte 
the famous Rattlesnake Pass. We 
saw no rattlesrakes, heard no rattles, 
and experienced no snakes in going 
there through. On this side we passed 
the base of Elk Mountain, which has 
thousands of timber on its sides and 
its summit, and which is reported as 
abounding in Elk. We soon: reached 
Fort Halleck, and I am constrained to 
say that my impression is that the offi- 
cer that located that ‘‘site” was a man 
of good judgment. It is abandoned
